MANY~RESCUED 


Brest, France, May 21.—Nearly 100 


l>er!«ns perished Jast night when the 
Peninsular ~and Oriental Line'steam- 
er Egypt, sank off the Island of Ush- 
ant, after a collision with the French 
freighter, Seine. 


The Egypt.sailed from London for 


Bombay Friday --with 44 passengers 
and a crew of 290. rA rolleall aboard 
the Seine after the collision showed 
that at least fifteen of the passengers 
and 80 of the crew were missing. 


The collision occurred 
during

dense fog, within twenty miles of the 
Arment Lghthouge.

DINNER CONFERENCE ON RATES 


Washington, D. C., May 22.—Reductions in railroad 


wages may be asked by railroad executives before they 
will agree to grant rate cuts'desired by President Hard- 
ing, it was learned here today. 
It became known that 


the executives were rather reluctant to approve as large 
reductions in rates as 'the President wants. The rail ex- 
ecutives also raised another objection to a big cut in rates, 
viz,, that a reduction in rates -would cause increased 
traffic, necessitating additional equipment, which could 
not be purchased if rates were reduced. 


Should the executives insist on further wage cuts a 


voluntary move to "cut the ratjes lower than the Interstate 
Commerce Commission feels justified in doing seems very 
doubtfuL There is strong opposition to the reduction in 
pay of railrcad workers.

years of Republicanism, did not win the ad-nlration of citizens 
generally. No Pennsylvania!! h;>b ever been seriously consider- 
ed for the Republican nomination for Piesident.

But political history is made rapidly in these days. Penrose 


died a week or two before his "endorsement" of a candidate 
for Governor was to have been released. And in Pennsylvania 
Penrose's "endorsement" meant nomination.

Pom-one ruled Pennsylvania politically. He was the last of the 
political bosses of a bygonp age who shaped the political des- 
tinies of their domains with feudal power. 


The result was the hardest fought content for the guber- 


natorial nomination waged in the state in a quarter of a century, 


, with Gifford Pinchot, Secietary of the Interior in Roosevelt's 
* cabinet, opposing the candidate ofthe politicians of the old 
legime. 


Pinchot won. His victory, following so closely that of 


Eeveridge for Senator in Indiana, another Rooseveltian Re- 
TpobHdan, is accepted by many as an indication that sentiment 
toward Republican leadership in the nation is undergoing a 
change that will have a wholesome and powerful influence on 
the Republican party nationally before another presidential 
campaign rolls around.

President deplores any tendency-to sex segregation in politics 
and pleads for more of party sponsorship in government; so 
do all who have made "keen study of American inrtitutions, and 
particularly the development of the party system from the 
earliest days of the republic to the present. 


The part women can play in elevating the general plane 


of politics from national affairs down to those of the community 
in which they live is undeni.able—recognized on every hand. 
-But that part can only be played successfully by co-operating 
with the men voters within party limits; npt by carrying the 
bloc system to a fantastic degree of development. Think for 
a moment what the logical, ultimate consequence of a "Wo- 
man's party" that became really formidable would be. Sex 
woajd be 'arrayed against sex for the control of th<? govern- 
ment. If a "'Woman's'party" why not a "Man's party? Heaven 
save the state and the home when that comes to pass. 


Representative Johnson of South Dakota, recently charged 


in the House that government bonds to the extent of many 
millions had been issued in duplicate. The statement was made 
on the authority of a former employe of the bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing. 


Secretary of the Treasury Mellon made immediate denial 


of the charge of Representative Johnson, and it is of interest 
to know that an inventory of the stock of the bureau of en- 
graving and printing has definitely established the falsity of 
the statement. Only minor errors in accounting for bond and 
other stocks were found. 


While it is doubtful if the declaration that the nation was 


"ftpoded" with government btfhd in duplicate created any 
R-eneral interest, on account of the confidence which most 
persons have in the safeguards thiown about' the bureau of' 
engraving and printing, yet it should never have been, made 
by a Representative in Congress except on the most unim- 
peachable evidence. 
j, 


The charges of duplicate issues o/ bonds followed the 


action of President Harding in dismissing more than a score 
of employes of the bureau of engraving and printing, including 
the head of the department, and it would seem that the'charge 
had been made in the attempt to retaliate for the dismissals. 


Secretary Mellon's assurance that the report was, untrue 


has been confirmed by the investigation which has been made 
under the Ftrict regulations of the treasury department. Even 
jf duplicate bonds had been issued, as changed, Secretary 
Mellon said that no holders of such bonds would lose any 
money. 


The incident demonstrates the unwisdom of any member 


of Congress making statements upon the charges of persons 
whp may. have ulterior reasons for declarations made on sus- 
picion or as pure fictions. It is unfortunate that there is so 
jnuch loose talk in Congress for the political effect it may have/

In its over- 
whelming allegiance to the Republican party the state stands 
first/ The keystone of the states, it has also become the key- 
stone of the Republican party. 


But in its party leadership Pennsylvania, in more than GO 


years of Republicanism, did not win the ad-nlration of citizens 
generally. No Pennsylvania!! h;>b ever been seriously consider- 
ed for the Republican nomination for Piesident. Its political 
leadens in the past have not been of presidential calibre. 


But political history is made rapidly in these days. Penrose 


died a week or two before his "endorsement" of a candidate 
for Governor was to have been released. And in Pennsylvania 
Penrose's "endorsement" meant nomination. 
For 20 yeais 


Pom-one ruled Pennsylvania politically. He was the last of the 
political bosses of a bygonp age who shaped the political des- 
tinies of their domains with feudal power. 


The result was the hardest fought content for the guber- 


natorial nomination waged in the state in a quarter of a century, 


, with Gifford Pinchot, Secietary of the Interior in Roosevelt's 
* cabinet, opposing the candidate ofthe politicians of the old 
legime. 


Pinchot won. His victory, following so closely that of 


Eeveridge for Senator in Indiana, another Rooseveltian Re- 
TpobHdan, is accepted by many as an indication that sentiment 
toward Republican leadership in the nation is undergoing a 
change that will have a wholesome and powerful influence on 
the Republican party nationally before another presidential 
campaign rolls around.

President deplores any tendency-to sex segregation in politics 
and pleads for more of party sponsorship in government; so 
do all who have made "keen study of American inrtitutions, and 
particularly the development of the party system from the 
earliest days of the republic to the present. 


The part women can play in elevating the general plane 


of politics from national affairs down to those of the community 
in which they live is undeni.able—recognized on every hand. 
-But that part can only be played successfully by co-operating 
with the men voters within party limits; npt by carrying the 
bloc system to a fantastic degree of development. Think for 
a moment what the logical, ultimate consequence of a "Wo- 
man's party" that became really formidable would be. Sex 
woajd be 'arrayed against sex for the control of th<? govern- 
ment. If a "'Woman's'party" why not a "Man's party? Heaven 
save the state and the home when that comes to pass. 


Representative Johnson of South Dakota, recently charged 


in the House that government bonds to the extent of many 
millions had been issued in duplicate. The statement was made 
on the authority of a former employe of the bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing. 


Secretary of the Treasury Mellon made immediate denial 


of the charge of Representative Johnson, and it is of interest 
to know that an inventory of the stock of the bureau of en- 
graving and printing has definitely established the falsity of 
the statement. Only minor errors in accounting for bond and 
other stocks were found. 


While it is doubtful if the declaration that the nation was 


"ftpoded" with government btfhd in duplicate created any 
R-eneral interest, on account of the confidence which most 
persons have in the safeguards thiown about' the bureau of' 
engraving and printing, yet it should never have been, made 
by a Representative in Congress except on the most unim- 
peachable evidence. 
j, 


The charges of duplicate issues o/ bonds followed the 


action of President Harding in dismissing more than a score 
of employes of the bureau of engraving and printing, including 
the head of the department, and it would seem that the'charge 
had been made in the attempt to retaliate for the dismissals. 


Secretary Mellon's assurance that the report was, untrue 


has been confirmed by the investigation which has been made 
under the Ftrict regulations of the treasury department. Even 
jf duplicate bonds had been issued, as changed, Secretary 
Mellon said that no holders of such bonds would lose any 
money. 


The incident demonstrates the unwisdom of any member 


of Congress making statements upon the charges of persons 
whp may. have ulterior reasons for declarations made on sus- 
picion or as pure fictions. It is unfortunate that there is so 
jnuch loose talk in Congress for the political effect it may have/
